In the reference 3 (Japanese Patent Laid-open No. H8- 
316587), the clad layer 4 is made of Al x Gai- x N (x=<0.1) and 
in the embodiment x=0.08. In the reference 4 (Japanese 
Patent Laid-open No. H8-83956) , the clad layer is made of 
Al x Gai_ x N (0=<x=0.5, e.g., x=0.07). In order to solve the 
well-known problem of luminous efficiency, a person skilled 
in the art can arrange compositions of Al x Gai_ x N. 

As disclosed in the reference 3, it is a well-known 
prior art to employ an emission layer having a multiple 
quantum-well structure . 
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
